T he action taken by the federal forest officials in 
w ithdraw ing 4.000 acres of the Trabuco division of 
the C leveland N ational Forest from grazing is of m ore 
than passing interest. 
The action, while drastic, indi­ 
cates the intention of the forest service to use every 
w eapon within its reach to further the cause of fire 
prevention. 
O ccasionally, a fire is started for no other purpose 
than to burn off land to m ake it better for grazing 
purposes. 
There is often a conflict as betw een g raz­ 
ing and w ater conservation. 
D enuded areas o ften ­ 
times have tile «oil swept aw ay, so that the land m ay 
not even grow grass for pasturage. 
Beside allow ing 
w ater to flow unchecked tow ard the ocean, a de­ 
nuded area thus m ay lose w hatever value it had as 
pasturage. 
The forest sendee is disposed alw ays to put the 
forest to the best possible use in keeping w ith sound 
conservation policies. 
Even though the S a n ta Ana 
m ountains being burned over m ight furnish 
feed 
for a few m ore cattle th an they do now, the harm 
that would result from burning w ould be so m uch 
greater than the infinitesim al good th a t the policy of 
protecting the m ountains against fire is in every w ay 
w orthy of public support. 
W hen stockm en, w ho have 
been perm itted the use o f the public lands on pay­ 
m ent of a small fee, tak e it into their hands to change 
this policy, hoping to benefit them selves, an d there­ 
by endanger the w elfare o f thousands of o th er res­ 
idents o f O range and R iverside counties, w hen they 
go so far as to start fires, the forest officials are jus­ 
tified in using drastic m ethods. 
M en w ho lead the 
fights against fires in rough m ountains go until they 
drop from exhaustion. 
T hey take their lives in their 
hands. 
To start a fire is in effect a call to m en to 
take great risks. 
T o sta rt a fire, then, is an offense 
th at is to be m easured as serious. 
W e understand th at the forest officers w ere u n ­ 
able to secure sufficient evidence to sustain a p ro se­ 
cution before a jury of those responsible for the fire 
in the headquarters of the S an Ju a n canyon last 
August. 
The evidence w as not to b e h ad . 
T here 
w as sufficient evidence, how ever, to convince the 
rangers th at the fire w as started by som eone. 
They 
took the only step open to them in order to p ro tect the 
area in the future; they recom m ended th a t it be with- 
draw n from grazing. 
W hoever started the fire for j 
personal gam will therefore fail of th at gain. 
M ore 
im portant than th at, the incentive to set o u t sim ilar j 
fires will be done aw ay w ith in that section. 
A nd the I 
action of the officials m ay serve as a w arning to 
stockm en everyw here. 
A perm it to run cattle on 
governm ent land is not a perm it to handle th at land 
as private property.

The body of the swarm s traveled 
about twenty feet above the ground, but there were 
plenty of stragglers to make the aerial traffic pretty 
heavy near the ground. 
Telephone calls from var­ 
ious parts of the city reported the migration, many 
of the callers asking for information concerning the 
multi-colored clouds of insects.” 
And a curator of the museum of natural history, 
when asked to explain, said that it w as Impossible 
to say from what locality the butterflies came. 
“I 
have reports,” he said, “from Imperial valley that 
millions of them a r e hovering over the desert, and 
also have learned that they are numerous in P asa­ 
dena. 
I have seen them so thick that they darkened 
the sky.”

U niversal d raft of capital and labor, as proposed in a m easure 
pending in Congress, is hailed by m any as holding the surest prom ­ 
ise of peace that is being considered at this tim e. 
T h at this is a p a­ 
triotic m easure, and thoroughly fair and A m erican in principle, is a t­ 
tested by the fact that the A m erican Legion is supporting it. 
O ne 
of the ard en t supporters, here in C alifornia, of this m easure, is Al­ 
len B. Bixby, of Pasadena, state com m ander of the A m erican Le­ 
gion. 
Mr. Bixby is m aking public appeals for backing for this pro­ 
posed legislation. 
He urges vigorously, to the effect th at “ nothing 
in the w orld can do so m uch for peace as this m easure c a n .” 
H e 
regards the universal d raft as “ the m ost com prehensive an d sincere 
peace m easure of all tim e.’’ 
H e rem arks th at ‘ out of our greatest 
sacrifice we have taken our greatest lesson; we believe this m easure 
to be the best step to insure p eace.” 
W ar heretofore has draw n m anhood, b ut has left riches un ­ 
s c a th e d . 
T he new proposal is to conscript w ealth as well as m an­ 
hood. 
If the poor m an m ust go from his fam ily an d friends and 
risk loss of h ealth and loss of life, the rich m an and m en w ho other­ 
wise are exem pt from actual m ilitary service, justly and equitably 
should be required to cast their riches an d their labor into the com ­ 
mon cause— to give as freely of their dollars as the service m an 
gives of his blood. 
This is em inently fair. 
A nd once this rule be­ 
comes established, the influences th at usually are vociferously clam ­ 
oring for w ar on the slightest provocation w ould just as vociferous­ 
ly clam or for peace.
